Rules revealed for sidewalk contest 


A number of queries concerning the upcoming 
Sidewalk Art Contest prompted the Sierra Madre 
Beautification Committee to issue the following in¬ 
formation for prospective contestants: 

• Any Sierra Madre resident attending first grade 
through 12th grade is eligible to enter the contest. 
The school attended does not have to be in the city, 
but the contestant must live in Sierra Madre. 

• Fifteen winners will be chosen to “carve” de¬ 
signing in newly-poured cement at Kersting Court. 

• The contest deadline is Feb. 14, and winners 
will be announced Mar. 1. The project itself will 

Nominations sought

take place shortly after this date, depending on 
weather and city crew schedules. 

• The designs will be judged on the basis of 
originality, beauty and suitability to the medium of 
cement, as well as conforming to safety regulations 
for public walkways. 

A committee spokesman explained that “carv¬ 
ing” in cement can be accomplished in several 
ways. F’ointed wooden or metal tools can be used 
successfully to “draw” outlines in wet cement. 
Cans may be used to press circle designs into 
cement, with different sizes creating concentric cir¬ 
cles. Stiff cardboard of tin can be bent to create 
angular designs and small boxes will press indented 
squares or rectangles. 

Steel combs or fork tines can be used ef¬ 
fectively to produce wavy or feathered effects and 
rock salt placed on the cement will leave a 
pitted surface. Leaves, pine needles and dried grass¬ 
es can create beautiful designs. 

Almost any household item with an edge or lip 
which can be pressed into the cement can be 
utilized in creating effective designs. About the 
only limitation is that of the imagination. The 
possibilities are close to limitless. 

Suggestions for .sources for design ideas include 
books on quilting patterns and American Indian 
designs. The entry walkway to the Creative .Arts 
Group building, 108 N. Baldwin, has a number 
of cement square designs, created with pebbles. 
While the current Sidewalk Art Contest will be 
limited to “carving” rather than the addition of 
other objects, the designs produced with pebbles 
are similar to those which can be produced b> 
indentation.

Notes from the Attic 

— Jan. 18, 1935: Loretta Hicks Pratt of North 
Grove St. presented programs recently in Long 
Beach. She also did some private coaching 
for two pageants in the beach city during the 
holidays ... At the firemen’s annual meeting 
a call came, “There’s a fight here.” Chief of 
Police McMillan and Jim Heasley and Tex 
Shoemaker hastily exited and surrounded the 
poultry market. In cage #3 old Gilbert Gobbler 
with Slapsie Maxie Tommy Turkey, Tim Tur¬ 
key and Terrance Turkey were staging a 4- 
round exhibit. The uniformed audience put the 
kibash on the scrapping birds. All got stage 
fright and cooled down. And the four cops 
sheepishly returned to the firemen’s meeting. 

— Jan. 21, 1960: Sierra Madre Search and 
Rescue Team has an unusual project naming 
unnamed mountain peaks which aids them in 
rescue work. Behind the monastery is McMillan 
Ridge (for police chief); tall humpbacked peak 
on the west side of Bailey Canyon is Norris 
Peak (after Norris family); sharp ridge running 
east and west is Caley’s Ridge (for Caley 
family); C. W. Jones Peak is named for first 
mayor; ridge sloping down to Little Santa from 
Jones Peak is D’Arcy Ridge; along S. M. 
fault line rises Woods Peak (Randolph Wood); 
ridge running east and west at top of Little 
Santa Anita is known to members as Charles 
Louk Ridge (present postmaster); front ridge 
sloping down to Big Santa Anita Canyon is 
Clark’s Ridge (Joe Clark operated halfway 
house on ridge); Fox Ridge (named for Ira 
Fox, barber) is located north of Clark’s 
Ridge; Ed Vorhee’s Peak is west of Chantry 
Flats campgrounds; due east of Chantry Flats 
parking area is Edward LaLone Canyon; on 
the high ridge above La Lone Canyon are three 
peaks — Nelson Peak, Parson’s Peak and Bill 
Wark Peak.

THE LAST HURRAH! 

Even the most jaded party goer would 
have to admit that when Mary Tumilty re¬ 
tired as head of the Sierra Madre Library, 
she went out in a blaze of glory. There were 
luncheons, receptions, dinners and gala par¬ 
ties. But 1 think that these same jaded party- 
goers would concur that her LAST HURRAH 
topped them all. 

This was the party given by her staff on 
Jan. 12. Planning for it started last July. A 
tentative date was set — one that would come 
after the hue and cry had died down, one 
that would be their alone — their and Mary 
T.’s. 

Letters went out to all those who had 
worked or were still working with Mary in her 
19 years at the library. The letter asked for 
a picture and a message to be addressed to 
Mary. They trickled in all during the summer, 
accelerating as the Dec. 1 deadline approached, 
running down to a trickle again as the late 
ones shamefacedly submitted their contribu¬ 
tions. 

The letters had come from many places 
across the country — some even from over¬ 
seas. These were sorted, categorized and en¬ 
tered into two large leather-bound volumes. 
The books were duly cataloged and assigned a 
Dewey decimal number (921 TUM), denoting 
that this was biographical material. This num¬ 
ber was enscribed in gold on each volume. 

Then the great day drew near. All Mary 
Tumilty knew was that there was to be a din¬ 
ner, the date and that she was to be the guest 
of honor. She was unaware of the secret 
meetings, the gathering and exchanging of pots 
and pans — china and silver — the presen¬ 
tation and consultation over recipies. Not a 
word leaked out about the menu and the won¬ 
derful surprise transportation that was to be 
provided. 

And in all the elaborate plans made by 
the staff members, no provisions were made 
for 80 mph winds and power outages. That 
was the surprise for the surprisers. 


T-Day arrived. The winds blew. The power 
went. But the plans went on with only a few 
hitches. Those with gas stoves did the heat¬ 
ing and cooking. Candles and kerosene lamps 
and flashlights were gathered. Fireplaces were 
lit for heat and their added glow. 

Mary’s escort, Charles Schwellenbach, ar¬ 
rived at her door, followed by Homer and 
Gretchen Hendrix. There they waited. 5, 10, 
15 minutes. Promptly at 6:30 it arrived — 
Mary’s magic coach — a long, white Cadillac 
limousine, equipped with armchair seats, a TV, 
and a bar complete with crystal decanters and 
glasses. 

“Oh, my God!” was Mary’s reaction, as 
she was whisked away to the home of Toni 
Gollands, where the rest of her staff had 
gathered for hors d’oeuvres and champagne. 
There she was presented with the books and 
toasts were drunk to the most individual lib¬ 
rarian of them all. 

Then on to the home of David and Mar¬ 
garet Duran where mushroom bisque and sher¬ 
ry were served; then to Mary Williams for a 
salad bar, accompanied with Perrier and a twist 
of lemon. The entree — Honey Baked Ham, 
stuffed potatoes and green beans almondine — 
was spread in a splendor of linen, silver and 
candlelight at the home of Dennis and Donna 
Watkins (who had also supplied the limousine). 

The last stop was at the home of Alice 
Stornie for the most scrumptious dessert pos¬ 
sible for a chocoholic — a chocolate mousse 
pie from La Mousse in Beverly Hills. 

Some tears were shed, a lot of hugs and 
well wishes exchanged, a gala ending to a re¬ 
doubtable career. 

The LAST HURRAH will echo down the 
years, never to be forgotten by Mary Tumilty 
or her staff.

Have you ever noticed that when a person 
sneezes everyone around that person will say,

the year.” The second winter refers to the six weeks 
after the groundhog sees his shadow. 

Roman legions brought this tradition to the 
Teutons who picked it up and concluded that if 
the sun made an appearance on Feb. 2, an animal 
would cast a shadow. Since Pennsylvania’s earliest 
settlers were Germans (Teutons) and they found 
many groundhogs in the state suitable for the du¬ 
bious honor, it followed that the groundhog would 
be chosen. 

Although Punxsutawney, Pa. calls itself the 
“weather capital” of the nation. Sierra Madre is 
staging a drive to unseat Punxsutawney in that 
singular notoriety. 

In that Pennsylvania town, residents began to 
celebrate Groundhog Day as early as the 1880s. 
In 1886 the editor of the paper there named the

group the Punxsutawney Groundhog Club, and now 
there are many chapters around the world. On 
Feb. 2, 1887, the first official trek to “Gobblers 
Nob” took place. 

According to Kirk, the groundhog there has 
yet to make an inaccurate reading of the “shadow- 
cast.”

Unfortunately, some of these blends do 
give trouble. With S6»/o wool and 14"’o silk, 
these fabrics are constructed so that a |rure 
dye silk yard runs lengthwise, and a varn- 
dyed wool runs crosswise. 

Ikcause of low-strength silk yarns, break¬ 
age occurs at points of strain. That’s when 
fine silk fibers work to the surface at points 
of folding or creasing. Sometimes the wool 
yarn wtrrks to the surlace in the Uvim ol 
little “pills.” And some fabrics shift or slip 
yarn where they’ve been darted, tucked oi 
seamed. And depending on manufacture, there 
may be a variable amount of shrinkage. 

Mere’s what to do when buying: 

— ael items with deep, finished seams; this 
prevents fraying. 

— jiet a looser fit; this prevents separation 
at line of seams.

guages, in 1952, the U.S. Immigration and 
Naturalization Service requested the DAR 
to print only in English. In 1983, the ten- 
millionth copy was presented. Also, “The 
Liberty Love Day," a NSDAR Tribute to the 
Statue of Liberty which is a coordinated 
fund-raiser project, is a concentrated ef¬ 
fort that will not only assure that the 
Beacon of Liberty will shine for future 
generations, but provides an excellent ex¬ 
ample of DAR leadership and unity in the 
furtherance of Patriotism and Historical 
Preservation,

commission to save, restore and preserve 
the Statue of Liberty. The President Gen¬ 
eral of the National Society Daughters 
of the American Revolution, Mrs. Walter 
Hughey King, appointed a committee to 
help support this project.

Citizens of France raised the money 
to build it and ship it here; Americans 
collected the funds to construct its con¬ 
crete base. The famous Statue stands 
151 feet from its base to the torch, and 
is considered a symbol of human spirit 
and freedom since it was erected in 1886. 
"Miss Liberty, " was created by Auguste 
Bartholdi, and its framework designed and 
engineered by Gustave Eiffel, who later 
constructed the Eiffel Tower in Paris. 

Mrs. Frank J. Erhart, Director, District 
X DAR, and Past Regent of Claremont 
Chapter, DAR, states, "The Statue of Li¬ 
berty is one of the most colossal sculp¬ 
tures in the history of the world and has 
welcomed millions of people to freedom in 
America in the past 100 years, and re¬ 
minds us that it is the right of every 
human being on this earth to be free. 
The lighted torch held high in her right 
hand is the symbol of the ideals of human 
liberty upon which our nation and its form 
of government were founded.’’

It was compiled and pro¬ 
duced by the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, originally for use on Ellis 
Island. At one time printed in 20 lan¬ 


the Statue of Liberty-Ellis Island Foun¬ 
dation, Inc., appointed Kris Pueschel of 
Claremont, a fund-raising expert, to head 
the Western Regional Office as Director. 
When the Olympics ended, lacocca asked 
Harry Usher, General Manager of the Los 
Angeles Olympic Organizing Committee, 
to serve as Volunteer Chairman for the 
Western States campaign. Usher stated 
he would assist Pueschel in establishing a 
region wide volunteer group to heighten 
public awareness of the foundation in the 
West, and in organizing fund-raising ef¬ 
forts through Western-based corporations 
and businesses. 

At the close of the Naturalization ce¬ 
remony, a telegram was read from Pres¬ 
ident and Mrs. Reagan. The President and 
First Lady extended congratulations to its 
new Americans and asked them to give 
their hearts, energy and talent to the 
Country, which they called, "The last great 
hope on the face of God’s earth.’’ 

“The Statue of Liberty restoration is 
the most exciting patriotic project the 
United States has for the next few years,” 
states Mrs. Mark T. Nevill, District X, 
DAR Public Relations Representative. 
NSDAR patriotic literature was distributed 
promoting and communicating the DAR 
story at this appropriate community event. 

Statue of Liberty lapel pins were 
presented to several new U.S. citizens de¬ 
signed and donated by the Los Angeles 
Chapter, SAR. Mr. Goerge L. Hewitt, Pres¬ 
ident.

During the month of February, the San Ciab- 
riel Valley Dental Soeiety is spearheading an attaek 
on sweets as part of their National Children’s 
Dental Health Month thrust. 

Members will orally .sereen thousands of ele¬ 
mentary students and their speaker’s bureau will 
be available to the schools. The society will also 
sponsor other events including contests for district 
food service administrators for the lowest sugar 
content menu on Sugarless Wednesday, a fourth 
grade poster contest and a basketball “shoot- 
off” at Rio Hondo College. 

On Sugarless Wednesday, Feb. 13, dentists 
are urging children and adults alike to refrain from 
eating sugary goods for a full day. 

According to James S. Lau.DDS, Hacienda 
Heights dentist who is president of the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley Dental Society, people are unknow¬ 
ingly “tricked” into eating over half of the sweets 
they consume. 

“Many consumers aren’t aware of tlic high 
amounts of sugar in the foods they eat. Only 
labels from their favorite packaged foods reveal the 
not-so-sweet truth.” l.au pointed out that 7()"'o 
of the sugar ingested annually comes from packaged 
foods. 

Breakfast cereals were analyzed to reveal 40 
to 62% sugar in some cases. Lau cited other foods 
high in sugar content as carbonated beverages (50% 
sugar), liquid salad dressings (up to 50% sugar), 
a popular stovetop dressing (42%) sugar) and cough 
drops (more than 50% sugar). 

l.au says, “Sugar is the major cause of ca¬ 
vities and always has been. As such, we’re

6 large cooking apples 
'/2 C apple juice 
Vi C sugar 
'/i C (4 oz.) Kahlua 
1 Tbslp. butter 
1 Vi Tblsp. cornstarch 
1 Tbslp. lemon juice 

Melted butter and sugar for top crust 
Prepare pastry. Peel, core and cut apples 
into small wedges (should be about 6 cups). 
Heat apple juice and sugar in 3-quart sauce¬ 
pan. Add apples and cook gently, covered, 
until apples are almost tender. Remove apples 
with slotted spoon. Add Kahlua to cooking 
liquid and measure. If less than i'A cups, 
add apple juice to make this amount. Add 
butter, then cornstarch blended with lemon 
juice. Cook, stirring, until smooth and thick¬ 
ened. Return apples to sauce. Turn into pastry 
shell. Cover with top crust, seal and flute 
edges. Prick top crust or cut small decorative 
pattern. Brush top lightly with butter and 
sprinkle with sugar. Bake, below over center, 
in 425 °F over 25 to 30 minutes, until golden 
brown. Serve warm. Makes 8 servings. 

CREAMY KAHLUA HARD SAUCE 
Yi C softened butter 
l '/2 C sifted powdered sugar 
1 egg yolk 
3 Tblsp. Kahlua 

Beat butter in small bowl of mixer until 
creamy. Gradually beat in powdered sugar until 
light and smooth. Continue beating, adding egg 
yolk, then Kahlua, mixture should be smooth, 
light and very creamy. Makes 1 Vi cups.
